lion of opium' for the m.Tnufacture of 
heroin. The chief country where it 
is prcparfd is Sioiland. The prof'tfl 
made li.v the illep.il importation of 
heroin. Piof. .Moore claims, is greater 
lhan 1000 pur cent. 

With the h.irmleys cocwa which 
ni.iiiy ot US ii.sr fur breakfast iï as-

Is comin and comos from tho same 
plant as the breakfast nourishment, 
namely iho er.rthro.xyIon cuca plant.

work the whole day lonp on little 
food. Investleation proved tlint the 
native mixed pari of h leaf tliree feet 
ions with Homo ajshea and ate It. 
Kpeclniens of these leaves when sent 
to Hurope were found to contain a 
(Iriitf whioh (lerifJcneri .-ill nerves with 
which it came m contact. It was cal- 
led cocain. 

The narcotic which Is popularly 
known us "snow" Is nothins more than 
:( iiilxlure of boracle aeiil, cocain. and 
starch. Its use was fiisl introduced

There 
will not be the distinction between the 
sexes that there is at present. Variety 
Is the spice of life; if women arc to 
enter the professions this will ho d. - 
stroyed.

This 
latter body i.s really an adjunct of the 
I..Iberal Party and one ot its leaders, 
Peter Heenan, Is at present Minister

I also -\yish to correct the iinpres- 
slon 'given by your reporter as to tho 
future of a Labor Government In 
Canada. While the immediate future 
forecasts a British Labor Government,

LAOOSJESTLING 

Urges More Participation 
in Ancient Art by Students 



The following artlclo appeared In 
tho Michigan Dally, written by Cliff. 
Koon, University of .Michigan wrest- 
ling coach; 

There are .several splendid reason.* 
why every man should know some- 
thing of the great sport of wreatllng. 
and praoalce It. 

It has long been known that phys- 
ical e.vcerclse Is necc.«.sarj- for the 
continuance of health. No 'other sport 
excels wrestling for physical develop- 
ment. It make.« a .itroag, beautiful, 
ht.althy physique out of a weak, sickly 
and ugly body. 

The bekt sHxir for a thnW; under- 
do^■elopcd, bashful »boy, is a good do?* 
of .scientific wrestling instruction. A 
certain sclf-conf.dcnco I? acquired by 
th<î clemont of physical competition 
in wrosillng. It gives a boy Confi- 
dehcc. Initiative, and a conquering 
spirit. There Is an InUnglblo "somo- 
thing" about this sport that makap 
Che boy a leader. K endows him with 
certain facullica that will be benefi- 
cial to lilm in cn'countering the pro- 
blem..! of life. It will enable the sales- 
man to enter tho purchasing agent's 
office with more as.sumnxie, and the 
lawyer to plead his case to the Jury 
" iLh more force and conviction. XtUr 
you have bcatoa on opponent on th« 
mat, somehow the conquering spirit 
•invades the mind, and a different 
mental outlook Is acquired, Wreslllng 
puts a premium on endurance, 
strength, nnd clean living. 

If amateur wrestling has any faults, 
1 do not Icnow^ what they are. All 
hone-brcaUlng aii'd punishing holds 
aro batTOtl." The two moat common 
objections attrlhutfd to tliis .sport aro 
"cauliflower" oars and becoming 
"muscle bound." 

'ITio first of these afflictions fixn 
easily be tproventcd by an IntoHlgcnt 
coach, and the lattjtr is utterly absurd. 
In amateur wrestling all muscles aro 
used, but nono are developed abnorm- 
all.v. A fellow with lils muscles "tied 
up" can certainly not bo a success on 
the mat. No other .'>i>ort rcquiros more 
pliability of a muscle than dots 
wrestling. Contrary to popular boHef, 
strength, whllo oasontlal, Is not the 
most Impoitunt factor In wrestling. 1 
would Hat ci'.verncs.s first, speed se- 
cond, and strength third. Learning to 
distribute your weight, do\'cYoplng co- 
ordination,- and getting 'tho leverage 
wlilch win give the greatest mechan- 
ical advanLnge, are the points which 
are dealt with moal.

Statesmen or Politicians? 

The fact that the intern.ational re- 
lations of the Uniterl St.ates are car- 
ried on' by politicians instead of 
statefimen. w'.th fow notablo ex- 
(.•cplions, has long been realized by 
roprcsentativos of forclffii countries, 
ijut still the more recent glaring ex- 
amples of the practice, has received 
but apa.smodic considération in our 
country. 

A contributing factor to this Kitua- 
lian is the wlrlcsprcad belief, among 
;liosu who .""peak iomlcst and know 
least .about it that diplomacy or 
stnte.smaii.ship is concerned exclusive- 
ly with secret negoi'.ations, , double- 
dealling, underhanded practice and 
outrighl' hypocracy. sroh is not tho 
case. Statesmanship is inn poluiciil 
maneouvorliig. It is comlucl'ng the 
foreign affairs of the country c.ipably, 
shrewdly, anil yet as one gentleman 
would de«l wlt4i another. That Is 
something our officials are not doing. 
.\mbass,ador Jlcrrlck is an except'on. 
Too often ha.s bhnitncss been thought 
a virtue, etiquette a non-e.ssenllaJ, 
and jier.sonal consfderatlon a positive 
vice. One hius 'but to turn to recent 
nugoUatlons to see this. 

Yet the situation is not wholly 
hopeless. The officers of our stjitu 
department have performed mls.sloim 
capably and ailmlrably but too often 
Ihoy have merited attention because 
they were the exemption rather thti.ii 
the rule. Such has been the case. Is 
;ind will omtlnuc to be until tho 
foreign relacionis of the Unitcl .Suites 
are ciin-led on by more statcomcn aiul 
fewer iioliticlans.
